WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—The special re- 


port of Colonel Switzler, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Statistics on wool and manufact- 
ures of wool, was given to the press yes- 
terday. 
It makes a printed volume of 


about three-hundred pages and will be 
found to b» one of the most valuable re- 
ports ever Issued by the bureau. It con- 
tains a synopsis of all treasurf decisions 
relating to wool and the manufacture of 
wool 
under 
the 
tariff act 
of 1R83,

tor, dkoloslng the importance of the 
sheep Industry and ot wool manufactures, 
and a historv of the development of sheep- 
raislrig in the American colonies and the 
United Btatos. Among the most interest- 
inn features of the report may be men- 
tioned a nrmber of graphic diagrams 
which at n glance bring to view the lead- 
Ing facts shown by the more Important 
tables of tho report, Amontt the more Im- 
pur ant statements embodied in the re- 
port respecting our trade and industry In 
wool and woolt>n< are the following: The 
number of slioep In the United States rose 
from 10,00i',000 In 1883 to 64,000,000 in 1884, 
but doolined to 45.000,000 in 1887. This 
marked decline In sheep-raising has oc- 
curred mainly in the Southern and West- 
ern States, notably in Texas, and Is at. 
trlbutable In groat part to the decline in 
the price of wools In l«8i. Great Britain 
being 
tho 
leading 
wool 
market of 


tho world, has always been the principal 
market for our purchases of wool. Tur- 
key and Russia have also been important 
sources of direct supply, but the Argen- 
tine Republic (s now, next to Groat Brit- 
ain, our source of supply, followed by 
Australia. Our Imports of wool rose from 
1,716, COO pound-* in 1822 to 114,088,030 in 
1887. Our annual average in imports of 
wool for consumption has been as fol- 
lows: I860 to 1800, 47,804,126 pounds; 1870 
to 1879, 68,011,055 pounds; 1880 to 1883, 
70,714,788 pounds; 1884 to 1887 (newtarlft), 
W,B41,8:n pounds. The Increase in wool 
importu has about kept pace with tho 
growth of our wool products, both having 
about doubled since 1800. 
While our 


produoS of woolens has increased since 
I860 nearly seven-fold, aggregating In 1880 
nearly .'{165.000,00, our imports of woolens 
increased about 62 per cent., aggregating 
In the latter year nonrl» $32,000,000, but 
tho consumption per capita has doubled, 
which indicates In a striking manner the 
advancement of wealth and comfort in 
tho style of living among tho people of 
this country. With respect to foreign 
countries, elaborate statistics are given, 
showing for a series of years their Imports 
and exports of wool and manufactures of 
wool, and tho tariff rates impend thereon 
by each country; also data in regard to 
tho growth and condition of the woolen 
Industry in the lending manufacturing 
countries of tho world. The statistics of

Post-Office Department Itatteri. 


WAHHINOTON, Oct. 27. — Postmaster 


General Vllus has nearly completed his 
annual report. While he was at his home 
In Wisconsin he spent most of his time 
preparing his report, which promises to be 
a very interesting one. The report will 
show n large Increase in tho number of 
new ofnces established, and also the im- 
provements In offlcos of the higher grades. 
The free delivery service has been in- 
creasod in all direction, and negotiations 
aru pending for a further enlargement of 
this branch of the service. During the 
next two or three months a number of 
presidential 
postmasters will 
be ap- 


polntod, as the commissions of the pres- 
ent Incumbents, who are Republicans, 
will expire. The postal-route system has 
been extended and enlarged during the 
year, and the report of the second assist- 
ant Postmaster-General will show the ex- 
cellent condition of the railway mall and 
star-route services. Everywhere the in- 
oroasud mail facilities hnve been received 
with groat satisfaction, and places that 
heretofore only received the mall once 
and twice a week, now have tri-weekly 
and dally deliveries. Congress will prob- 
ably be called upon next winter to pro- 
Vide another avstem tor the payment of 
tho transportn Ion of the malls by rail- 
road companies. 
The department still 


pays tho railroads according to weight, 
which Is most expensive. The space sys- 
tem, which was urged In the last annual 
report, will be renewed. A demand will 
bo rnudo for an Increase in tbe clerical 
force ot the large post-offices throughout 
tho country. The third assistant Post- 
nia>t«r-General will show in his report 
that the postal service is getting to be 
self-sustaining, notwithstanding the re- 
duction in the amount of postage, and 
before another four years roll round the 
receipts will bo greater than tho expendi- 
tures.

The Protectant Episcopal Clergymen ol 


New York Becoming; Imbued With 


th» Land Tneorie*. 


NBW YOBK, Oct. 27.—A meeting of 


clergy of tbe Protestant Episcopal church 
was held yesterday in the lecture-room of 
Calvary 
Church, East 
Twenty-third 


street, under the auspices of tha recently 
formed "Church Association for the ad- 
vancement of the interests of labor." 
Rev. Dr. DeCosta presided. There were 
about seventy-five clergymen and a few 
laymen present. The chairman explained 
the objects of the association, and read its 
constitution, which declares that God Is 
the sole possessor of tbe euclii, man beinsr 
but the steward of God's bounties; that it 
is the duty of ovary man to labor; that 
labor should b-3 the standard of social 
worth, and that when the divinely-in-

moved. Tbe methods of the association 
are defined as prayer, sermons on the 
labor question, the proper use of the press 
and of labor tracts and lectures, the 
encouragement by preoapfc and example 
of a conscientious use of the ballot, and 
study of social questions in the light o£ 
the incurnation. 


Kov. B. F. Huntington, Bishop of Cen- 


tral New York, was the first speaker in , 
support of tue foregoing platform. He 
dwult eloquently upon the necessitv ot 
bring the church and the poor in closer 
relations. While not especially dec'aring 
any approval of their political platform, 
he

unselfish derotion which he asserted Dr. 
McGlynn and Henry George had exhibited 
on behalf of tbe laboring men. The dis- 
cussion then became general, and there 
was a manifest desire to avoid any action 
committing those present as representa- 
tives of the church to any one political 
movement. 
This was accomplished by 


the unanimous adoption of a resolution 
offered by Rev. Father Jos. Huntington, 
president of the order of the White Cross, 
and a supporter 
of Henry 
George's 


theories, declaring that the association 
lind nothing to do with politics. 


A resolution offered by Rev. John W. 


Kramer, also a Henry George man, was 
then adopted indorsing the aforemen- 
tioned platform ot the association. 


Among those who now joined in the dis- 


cussion ^' the general subject were Mr. 
J. L. Dunham, of Sharon, N. Y., a farmer 
who ia active In the George movement, 
nnd several of the clergymen present. Dr. 
Davenport criticised the platform as rais- 
ing the theological question touching the 
incarnation of Christ. Another thought 
It too elastic. Another feared that its 
adoption would cause them to drift into 
the political fight. Father Huntington 
was asked to explain the United Labor 
platform, and did so, declaring that this 
was a matter of life or death to the poor, 
and he felt intensely on the subject. He 
was glnd to see the clergy becoming in- 
terested. 
He would not say that the 


clergy were in the habit of condoning the 
sins of rich men, but he feared that with 
some of them a rich good man was a lit- 
tle better than a poor good man [laugh, 
ter]. 
Why Patrick

Qeorge. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—Patrick Ford, in 


the forthcoming number of his Irish World 
renews his attack upon Henry George. He 
gives tworeasons for opposing Mr. George.

Mr. Ford 


declares that he still agrees with Mr. 
George on the land question, provided 
that when the people resume ownership 
of the laud they compensate the present 
holders.

The Inquest on the Remains of 
the Dead Dynamiter in Lon- 


don—The End Gained 


The Jubilee Week Dynamite Scare Not 


a Myth After AH—A Gimgr 


of American Thieves. 


The Retirement of the President of th« 


French Republic Foreshadowed 


by Current Events. 


THE INQUEST ON THE DEAD DYNAMITES. 
LONDON, Oct. 2ft—An inquest was held 


to-day on the body of the suspected dyna- 
miter who died yesterday in South Lon- 
don. The dead man's name was found to 
be Joseph Cohen, but he was known by an 
alias which was Brown. 
His landlady, 


Mrs. King, testified that Cohen had resid- 
ed in her house on' the Lambeth road for 
the past four months. She said that he 
was an invalid, and seldom went out of 
the house. 
He received many visitors, 


who were apparently Americans. Mrs. 
King testified that Cohen had suffered 
from bronchitis lor the !ast fortnight 
and had been very sick. 
On the 19th he 


had 
a 
friend 
sitting 
with him. 


After a little while the 
friend came 


down and asked Mrs. King to relieve him 
and go to the sick man. The man then 
left the house and she went np-stairs to 
Cohen's room, where she found the latter 
dead and his body still warm. This ended 
the landlady's testimony. Commissioner 
Monroe, of the detective department, 
asked permission to examine the witness, 
The commissioner explained that he be- 
lieved Cohen to be an agent of the Clan- 
Ha-Gael, the bead of which was General 
Miller, who was in London during the 
Queen's jubiloe. 
Tbe London agent's 


name, the commissioner said, is Mel- 
ville. 


Commissioner Monroe produced a pho- 


tograph which the landlady recognized as 
Uer lodger's, whose keys another man 
named Brown, she said, bad removed 
From the room. 
The man called Brown 


then testified. He said that his name was 
Michael Hawkins, and that he was sur- 
prised that the landlady should call 
aim 
Brown. 
He 
declared 
that 


is worked at Islington, in a grocery 
shop. 
He said that his home was in 


Philadelphia, and that be bad come to 
England under the name of E^cott. He 
;estified that he met the deceased a month 
ago in a tavern, and that he visited him 
afterward. He acknowledged taking the 
keys, and said that they were now in pos- 
session of the police. Commissioner Mon- 
roe questioned Hawkins at length, with a 
view to proving the deceased's connection 
with Messrs. Melville,iii London, Burchell, 
of Philadelphia, and with Stack 
and 


O'Malley, members of the Clan-Na-Gael. 
Witness admitted the ownership of a 
newspaper 
cutting found 
about him, 


which was an announcement of a meeting 
at Birmingham on November 4, at which 
Mr. Balfour was to speak. He also admit- 
ted that a revolver and cartridges, similar 
to those found in the room of the deceased 
had been taken from him. The commis- 
sioner believed the evidence pointed most 
clearly to a plot to kill Mr. Balfour. 


"Stack" O'Malley testified that he bad 


no acquaintance with the deceased, and 
knew nothing about him- apart from the 
fact that he had tried to get him into the 
hospital at the request of Hawkins. 


Melville's landlady testified that the de- 


ceased had frequently visited Melville at 
her house, and it was proved by the testi- 
mony of several policemen that Cohen had 
repeated meetings with other suspected 
persons. 


Chief Detective Monroe stated that he 


was unable to carry the evidence to 
identify Cohen further. 


The doctor who was called to examine 


Cohen certified that the man had died 
from natural causes, and the jury re- 
turned a verdict accordingly. 
THE JUBILEE DYNAMITE SCARE GENUINE. 


Detective Monroe's evidence confirms 


the genuineness of the dynamite scare 
raised during jubilee week, and shows 
also that another fortnight's work on the 
part ol the police w.ild have enabled 
them to arrest the whole gang. The wis- 
dom of the police, however, in forcing an 
inquest is doubtful, smce it has resulted 
in the disappearance of-the suspected per- 
sons and the nullification of alt the work 
done by the detectives in ferreting them 
oat. Hawkins' address is 1903 North Sec- 
,ond street, Philadelphia, and that of Bier- 
chell, alias Phillips, post-office box 36, 
Philadelphia. 


WHAT THE INQUEST ACCOMPLISHED. 


LONDON, Oct. 27.—The action of Chief 


Detective Monroe in forcing an inquest on 
the body of the dead suspect, Cohen, ad- 
mits of two hypothesis. Either that offi- 
cial desired to elicit revelations which 
should have acted as a dynamite scare, in 
which the detective force should shine 
conspicuously as the means of preventing 
a colossal outrage, or his object was to 
curry favor by furnishing the govern- 
ment with a pretext for wholesale arrests 
and evidence of the truth of the current 
accusation against Mr. Parnell and his 
allies, which the Times has so industrious 
ly disseminated. 
The first presumption 


is altogether to asinine to merit con 
sideration, 
the

of

to

contrary notwithstanding, and the lat- 
ter must perforce be accepted as possess- 
ing elements of probability. The evidence 
adduced 
at 
the inquest undoubtedly 


showed that Cohen and his friends con- 
templated the accomplishment of ulte- 
rior unlawful objects, but the testimony 
barely warranted the assumption thai 
they were dynamiters, which theory the 
detectives based upon the finding of news- 
paper clippings and revolvers, and the 
friendship which existed between tb.9 
deceased and Melville, the supposed 
agent of the Clan-Na-ftael. Melville be- 
came alarmed at the activity of the police 
and disappeared. 


LONDON POLICE TACTICS. 


" A striking instance of the tactics em, 
ployed by the police to magnify public 
fear of Irish outrages upon persons op- 
posed to home rule was given at Islington 
last evening, on the occasion of the meet- 
ing in honor of Mr. Chamberlain, when 
that gentleman's carriage was surroundec 
by mounded policemen, who maintained a 
continuous air of watchfulness.

A Dreadful Disease. 


Dr. Bauch, of the state board of health, 


has carefully examined and diagnosed 
the case ot young Pierce, who is said to 
be suffering from glanders, as already 
narrated in the REPUBLICAN, Dr. Bauch 
was assisted by Dra Breidner and Byan, 
and they unhesitatingly pronounce the 
young man to be the victim of chrome 
Farcy or human glanders. The man's 
name is Hiram L. Pierce, and is the son 
of Hon. H. L. Pierce, ot Lincoln, 111., a 
member of the last legislature. He is 24 
years old, and for some time past has 
been residing in northwest Missouri' 
where he contracted the disease with 
which he is afflicted. He stated that last 
summer some of his houses were afflicted 
with what they supposed at that time was 
distemper,bnt what was afterwards ascer- 
tained to be glanders. While he was 
doctoring one of these horses one day by 
administering smoke to the nostrils, the 
animal jumped and striking his hand 
produced a slight abrasion ot the skin. 
Part of the diseased mucus from the 
beast's nostrils probably lodged on his 
band, although he did not notice it at 
the time. About a week later young 
Pierce was surprised to find his hand be- 
ginning to get sore, and about the same 
time an ulcer broke out on his foot, be- 
tween the ankle and heel. Since that 
time frightful sorep have broken out near 
one elbow and on one leg near the knee 
joint.Tkero are probably now four or five ot 
these ulcers on different parts of the 
body, til running more or less and stub- 
bornly resisting all blood purifiers. Dr. 
Bauch has known of several cases of glan- 
ders among men, and of this number but 
two of the victims have recovered. As 
death usually results from an acute form 
of the disease within twenty days of its 
first appearance, Dr. Bauch thinks young 
Pierce's chances of ultimate recovers are 
good.

it "Washington and lio 'was Silas Wright, 
then United States senator. Ho telegraphed 
a decimation of the nomination, but tho con- 
vention would not trait the telegraph on 
such an important matter and they came by 
cars to "Washington to persuade him to ac- 
cept the second place on the ticket Math Polk. 
3e refused, however, and Dallas was nomi- 
.iDted. 


Morse eventually made a fortune out of the 


telegraph, and m 1859 some of the foreign 
>owers made him a pretont of 880,000. The 
ting of Pi ussia gave him a gold snuff box, 
-»nd he receive'! a present from tho sultaa of 
Turkey of a decoration belonging to the court 
n diamonds. Still, while ms> bill was before 
congress, he said one day that ho had euough 
money to pay his board and get out of Wash- 
ngtonif the bill did not pass. It was passed 
the last day of tho congress of 1643, and it 
gave him $Sfl,000 to build an experimental 
ine between Washington and Baltimore, He 
Irst tried to put the wire in a lead pipe in 
;he ground, but finally adopted the pole sys- 
tem which is now m use. 


To show how little the people then knew of 


:he telegraph, no less n man than the secre- 
;ary of tho treasury asked Morse how large a 
jnndle could be sent over the wires, and he 
wanted to know whether it might not be pos- 
sible for the United States mail to bo carried 
by tbem. A congressman brought a bundle 
of dirty shirts to the telegraph office in the 
Capitol and wanted them sent to Baltimore 
[or washing Dolly Madison bent a message 
;o a friend of hers in Baltimore and the tele- 
graph was the great excitement of the hour. 
Morse at this time offered his whole right in 
the patent to the government for $100,000, 
and was, fortunately for him, laughed at and 
refused. 


It was upon this that the Baltimore and 


Ohio Telegraph company, during the time it 
was fighting the Western Union, based its 
claim to be the oldest telegraph company in 
the world in that it held this line between 
Washington and Baltimore upon which mes- 
sages were first sent. Now tho United States 
bos 1(14,954 miles of telegraph wire .instead of 
forty, and it surpasses tho other countries of 
the world in its telegraphic business. The 
whole world has more than 000,000 miles of 
telegraph lines, or enough to put a wire 
twenty-four tunes around the whole world 
and have some thousand of miles to spare. 
China has onlj 944 miles of wire, and when 
you consider that its population is perhaps 
six times that of the United States you can 
see what immense opportunity is open to 
such a scheme as that of Wharton Barker 
and Mitkiewicz. China has just 23-100 of a 
mile of wire to every 1,000 square miles of 
territory, or in round numbers, hardly more 
than a foot of wire to every square mile of 
her territory. Belgium, on tho other hand, 
which has perhaps the most telegraph 
wire 
in proportion to its territory, has 


one-half 
mile of wire to each square 


mile of territory, and Prance has one- 
third of a mile of wire to each square 
mile of her area. In all Europe there is not 
much more than twit o tho amount of tele- 
graph lines that there are in the United 
States, and we send about 70,000,000 mes- 
sages a year to half that number by Great 
Britain. 
Japan is rapidly increasing as a 


telegraphic nation, and it sends more than 
3,000,000 of messa ges a year. It is its activity 
in this regard that has stirred np China, and 
I am told by travelers that the enterprise of 
tho Japanese is having great influence upon 
their Chinese neighbors.

GOOD STABLE FLOOR. 


The Best Way or Construction and How to 
T»ln Car* of It. 


The horse stable, is frequently over 


thecowlinter so that it becomes neces- 
sary to have a tight floor to prevent 
the cow stable from catching the 
drainage of the horse stalls. At the 
same time, the horse stalls should be 
kept dry and easily cleaned. This is 
the way we found they fixed it at the 
Wisconsin Experiment Station. 
Lay 


the joists, cover with inch boards, upon 
which lay tarred building paper, then 
wrap thickly with coal tar, in which 
lay the planks, being very careful to 
fill up all cracks with the hot tar. This 
makes an impervious floor. 


The stalls are nine feet long and five 


feet wide, with a five-foot passage way 
behind the horses.' The floor plank 
under the horses are laid lengthwise 
of the stall and have a fall of one inch; 
the planks in the passage way are laid 
crosswise of the stall and level. Then 
a rack for the stall floor is made as fol- 
lows: Cut four pieces of 2x6 studding 
18 feet long, once in the middle, fasten 
them together one inch apart (using 
screws), with four hard wood cross- 
pieces four inches wide. The first of 
these cross-pieces at the head of the 
stall should be one inch thick, the sec- 
ond piece 1} inches, the third piece If 
inches, and the fourth 2 inches in 
thickness. This takes up the fall in 
plank floor and makes a dry level 
place for horses to stand. This rack 
or floor can be easily repaired at light 
cost when the center pieces' are worn 
out 


About once a week the rack should 


be raised up and thoroughly cleaned 
underneath with a hoe or long-handled 
shovel. The liquid manure will then 
work to the rear of the rack, where it 
can be taken up with absorbents and 
thus save the most valuable portion.— 
Farm and Home.
